MINISTER  REFUSES  TO  PAY 
FOR  WAR 

Kansas  City— (INS)  —  The 
Rev.  Lawrence  Scott  of  Kansas 
City  withheld  one-third  of  his 
federal  income  tax  payment 
March  14  to  protest  government 
expenditures  for  military  pur- 
poses. 

Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  director  of  the 
Interracial  Fellowship  House, 
said  he  was  a  member  of  a  tax 
refusal  committee  of  a  national 
pacificist  organization  known  as 
the  Peacemakers. 

He  mailed  the  internal  reve- 
nue collector  $29.21,  two-thirds 
of  his  tax  due  for  1948.  He  add- 
ed that  he  was  sending  the  re- 
mainder of  $15.04  to  the  Fel- 
lowship of  Reconciliation  in 
New  York  "for  the  promotion 
of  peace  between  nations." 

A  Baptist  minister,  Rev.  Mr. 
Scott  said  the  amount  of  tax  he 
withheld  represented  the  pro- 
portion of  the  national  income 
"being  used  for  armaments  and 
other  expenditures  relative  to 
preparation  for  war."

Church  Music 

Part  II 

Most  of  our  hymn  books  are  good  representa- 
tion of  toleration  in  our  Christian  world.  In  our 
Baptist  hymnals,  for  example,  we  have  not  dis- 
paraged hymns  because  they  were  born  in  other 
churches.  Rev.  Thomas  Carruthers  once  said: 
"The  historic  sense  of  the  Roman  church,  the  zeal 
and  practical  efficiency  of  the  Methodist  church, 
the  beauty  and  stately  dignity  of  the  Episcopal 
church,  the  evangelistic  passion  of  the  Baptist 
church — we  need  them  all  for  the  fullest  and

richest  expression  of  Christianity.  The  wise 
Christian  will  appreciate  and  value  them  all."  ^ 

He  continues  by  saying:  "The  hymn  book  in 
use  in  most  of  our  churches  are  an  excellent  illus- 
tration of  the  value  of  such  mutual  appreciation. 
Here  in  the  official  hymnal  of  my  own  church  I 
find  'Stand  Up.  Stand  Up  for  Jesus'  written  by  a 
Presbyterian;  'A  Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God,' 
by  a  Lutheran;  '0  Master  Let  Me  Walk  with 
Thee,'  by  a  Congregationalist ;  'He  Leadeth  Me, 
0  Blessed  Thought,'  by  a  Baptist;  '0  Little  Town 
of  Bethlehem,'  by  an  Episcopalian;  'Lead  Kindly 
Light,'  by  a  Roman  Catholic." 

The  matter  of  music  in  many  of  our  conven- 
tional Negro  protestant  churches  offer  a  serious 
problem  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer.  May  we 
for  the  time  being  confine  our  discussion  of  music 
in  some  of  our  Baptist  churches  in  many  of  our 
towns  and  rural  localities. 

Before  we  even  go  into  that  discussion,  may 
we  consider  the  musical  background  of  our  people. 
Negro  secular  music  will  not  be  discussed,  how- 
ever, it  may  well  be  said  that  he  has  made  a 
distinct  contribution  in  the  realm  of  secular  mu- 
sic. In  the  sacred  realm,  the  writer  would  like 
to  divide  his  music  into  roughly  two  parts,  name- 
ly, Spirituals  and  Jubilees.  These  songs  that 
have  passed  down  from  generation  to  generation 
were  born  out  of  suppression  and  oppression. 
These  songs  were  "squeezed"  out  of  the  souls  of 
our  people  up  and  down  the  endless  cotton  rows 
of  the  sun-kissed  fields  of  the  South,  in  the  cane- 
breaks  of  Louisiana.  The  words,  though  simple, 
tell  the  story  of  a  struggling  people.  The  soul- 
stn-ring  melody  of  the  Negro  spiritual  surpasses 
all  American  music  in  its  unusual  harmony  and 
depth  and  meaning.    They  will  never  die. 

For  the  past  decade,  more  or  less,  a  new  type 
of  music  has  crept  into  our  churches  and  therein 
lies  the  problem.  This  writer  is  not  in  a  position 
to  classify  this  new  music.  Much  of  it  is  neither 
sacred  nor  secular.  Much  of  it  is  more  secular 
than  sacred.  We  are  told  that  a  few  former  or- 
chestra leaders  have  formulated  an  organization 
in  the  north  and  west  and  are  now  writing  music, 
influenced  by  jazz  and  are  feeding  us  with  it  and 
we  are  buying  it  like  "hot  cake."  Knowing  that 
the  Negro  is  highly  emotional,  these  people  write 
syncopated  jazz  music  and  put  religious  words 
that  express  the  common  religious  life  of  our 
people  and  we  are  swallowing  it  hook,  line  and 
sinker.  The  writer  visited  a  large  Methodist 
church  in  another  state  and  there  was  a  large 
pipe  organ  and  vested  choir.  Just  before  the  ser- 
mon the  choir  sang  one  of  these  "hot  numbers" 
and  it  killed  the  spirit  of  worship.  The  writer  had 
much  rather  for  them  to  have  sung  a  familiar 
hymn  or  a  good  spiritual  or  a  well  appropriate 
jubilee. 

It  would  be  a  fine  thing  in  my  opinion,  if  there 
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was  some  type  of  standard  set  up  in  our  churches 
that  we  could  go  by  and  feel  at  least  that  we  are 
singing  the  right  songs.  There  are  diverse 
opinion  in  many  circles  of  our  denomination.  There 
are  some  of  our  churches  that  are  white  churches 
by  having  all  music  sung  from  hymn  books  and 
anthems;  no  congregational  singing.  There  is 
doubt  if  the  masses  in  these  type  of  churches  get 
spiritual  benefit  from  this  type  of  music.  In  some 
churches  during  the  holy  communion,  the  organist 
leaves  the  organ  that  stirs  the  very  marrow  in 
the  bones — come  down  to  the  piano  and  tickles 
our  fancy.  Some  choirs  have  thrown  away  the 
hymn  books  and  are  now  singing  out  of  note- 
books. Many  rural  churches  in  their  eagerness 
to  have  a  choir,  go  to  town  and  pick  somebody 
(it  doesn't  make  any  difference)  who  may  not  be 
consecrated,  and  employ  them  for  the  regular 
church  organist.  It  can  be  a  "jitterbug"  or  a 
"drunkard."  This  is  very  unfortunate  for  the 
church  for  there  is  very  little  talent  in  our  rural 
communities.  This  is  a  challenge  to  our  rural 
schools  to  prepare  our  people  to  "serve  the  present 
age."  This  writer  knows  of  a  choir  that  had  an 
engagement  to  sing  at  a  convention.  They  spent 
a  great  deal  of  time  practicing  and  failed  terribly 
trying  to  sing  new  songs  that  no  one  knew  nor 
heard.  They  would  have  scored  a  great  hit  if 
they  had  sung  well  some  of  the  "songs  of  the 
ages." 

Well,  what  is  the  point?  The  writer  is  not 
suggesting  that  we  do  away  with  all  this  "new 
type  notebook"  music  from  Chicago  and  other 
places  for  much  of  it  is  soul  stirring  and  mean- 
ingful and  tell  a  great  story.  But  some  of  it 
needs  examining  and  throwing  out.  Music  does  a 
great  deal  to  shape  one's  thinking.  Therefore, 
it  is  important  that  ministers  give  this  matter 
serious  thought. 

There  is  much  more  we  can  discuss  and  much 
more,  the  writer  would  like  to  discuss,  but  may 
he  make  the  following  recommendations:  1.  That 
the  State  Baptist  Convention  appoint  a  group  of 
people  or  a  council  to  study  seriously  this  whole 
matter  of  church  music  so  certain  standards  may 
result  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  music  of  Cab  Callo- 
way and  Duke  Ellington  out  of  our  churches. 
2.  That  pastors  censor  all  music  that  the  choir 
sings  before  the  worship  hour.  3.  That  pastor 
and  organist  work  together  more  closely  so  that 
?nusic  and  sermon  might  attempt  to  tell  the  same 
story.  4.  That  churches  exhibit  more  care  in 
the  selection  of  their  organist.  5.  That  choirs  be 
careful  in  the  selection  of  music  beyond  the  com- 
prehension of  its  listeners.  6.  That  we  bear  in 
mind  that  the  church  is  a  place  of  worship  and 
not  a  Conservatory  of  Music.  7.  That  we  bear 
in  mind  that  the  church  is  a  place  of  worship  and 
not  a  "dance  hall."

Posto  de  Galangue 
Angola  West  Africa 
December  2  8,  19  4  8 

My  dear  Friends: 

How  are  you  this  moniing  at  one  thirty  a.  m.? 
Well,  I  hope.  This  leaves  me  and  Mrs.  Coles  well. 
But  we  are  up  to  our  necks  in  work.  You  can 
judge  for  yourselves  what  we  are  doing  when  I 
tell  you  that  we  have  a  boarding  department  of 
a  hundred  and  ninety-four  students  and  fifty- 
seven  day  students. 

Of  course  Mrs.  Coles  has  charge  of  the  school 
end  of  the  work.  She  is  assisted  by  our  African 
young  men  and  our  Portuguese  teacher.  During 
my  25  years  in  Africa,  I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  students  are  more  or  less  the  same 
the  world  over — some  of  them  don't  have  too 
much  "gusto"  for  study  or  work. 

At  this  time  of  the  year  many  of  us  are  think- 
ing of  what  the  Master  has  enabled  us  to  do  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

When  I  reflect  and  take  stock  of  1948  I  am 
able  to  thank  Him  for  the  following — health,  a 
growing  African  church  with  over  2,000  church 
members  and  93  outstation  schools  and  preaching 
places,  the  organization  of  the  Co-operative  vege- 
table Farm  Union  in  Galangue,  the  organizing  and 
developing  of  the  industrial  work  here.  But  above 
all,  my  friends,  I  am  thankful  that  I  have  lived 
to  see  an  idea  grow  into  Manhood — my  agricul- 
tural extension  has  been  taken  on  and  developed 
by  the  Portuguese  government. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  when  I  talked  about  giv- 
ing the  people  seeds  to  plant  and  the  use  of  the 
ox  and  the  plow  by  the  Africans,  many  of  my 
missionary  and  Portuguese  friends  said  that  I 
was  "talking  through  my  hat,"  but  today  we  have 
a  different  story — the  Government  is  distributing 
thousands  of  tons  of  wheat,  corn  and  beans  to  the 
people  every  year  to  plant,  and  plows  are  being 
imported  by  the  tens  of  thousands  a  year  and 
sold  to  the  Africans  for  unheard-of-high  prices. 

But  what  does  this  mean  to  the  African 
churches  in  Angola?  It  means  this — That  the 
village  churches,  hospitals  and  schools  are  taking 
cn  self-support  every  year.  Yes!  I  take  a  certain 
amount  of  personal  pride  in  this  forward  step 
of  the  African  Church. 

The  plow  has  become  a  part  of  the  thinking  of 
the  young  men.   Let  me  give  you  an  idea  of  what 
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it  means  to  them  today  and  what  they  will  do 
to  get  one.  One  of  our  students  left  school  three 
years  ago  and  went  to  South  Africa  where  he 
worked  in  the  mines  for  a  year  under  contract. 
When  his  time  was  up  he  drew  his  money  and 
came  home.  He  did  not  buy  a  lot  of  things  as 
so  many  of  the  boys  and  men  do  which  he  could 
not  use ;  instead,  he  bought  an  all-steel  plow.  How 
do  you  think  he  brought  it  home?  On  his  shoul- 
ders. The  distance  was  just  a  little  over  1,500 
miles.  When  he  got  home  he  saw  that  he  needed 
some  oxen  and  money  so  that  he  could  get  mar- 
ried. What  did  he  do?  He  went  to  the  fisheries 
at  Mossamidaes  here  in  Angola ;  he  worked  there 
a  year,  then  came  home.  He  has  been  back  three 
weeks. 

But  as  soon  as  he  reached  home  he  pulled  out 
his  plow  to  try  to  put  it  together.  He  saw  that 
he  could  not,  hence  he  brought  it  here  for  us  to 
do  it.  On  doing  it,  we  found  that  some  of  the 
parts  were  lost,  they  were  made  and  put  on  by 
one  of  our  first  year  "men"  in  blacksmithing. 
When  the  job  was  completed,  you  should  have 
seen  the  young  man  who  did  the  work — he  was 
all  smiles  the  rest  of  the  day,

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RECOGNITION  SERVICE 
HELD  AT  MARTIN  STREET 

A  recognition  service  observ- 
ing the  completion  of  a  $10,000 
improvement  project  of  the 
plant,  was  held  at  the  Martin 
Street  Baptist  Church  in  Ral- 
eigh, March  6.

DR.  J.  H.  JACKSON 
ADDRESSES  WHITE 
BAPTISTS 

Dr.  J.  H.  Jackson,  pastor  of 
Olivet  Baptist  Church,  Chicago, 
111.,  was  guest  speaker  at  a  State- 
wide Conference  on  Evangelism 
held  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  on 
March  14-16. 

Dr.  Jackson  being  the  only 
Negro  to  participate  as  a  speaker 
in  the  Conference,  gave  two  dy- 
namic messages  to  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  white  ministers 
and  laymen  of  the  great  old  Tar 
Heel  State.  The  meeting  was 
held  in  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  which  Dr.  Ralph  Herring  is 
the  pastor. 

Dr.  Jackson  was  warmly  re- 
ceived both  by  the  official  staff 
of  the  Conference  and  by  the 
congi^egation  which  responded 
enthusiastically.

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as  a  national  leader.  The  even- 
ing before  his  death,  he  presided 
for  several  hours  over  the  Sen- 
ate. 

For  several  years,  Mr.  Brough- 
ton's  presentation  of  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  at  the  Tabernacle 
Baptist  Church  in  Raleigh  was 
broadcast  over  the  radio,  and 
was  heard  by  thousands  of  peo- 
ple throughout  the  state.  It  was 
probably  in  this  way  that  the 
late  leader  endeared  himself  to 
a  large  number  of  people  of  both 
races. 

An  outstanding  layman  in  the 
denomination,  Mr.  Broughton 
was  often  called  upon  to  preach 
throughout  the  state.  He  served 
a  term  as  president  of  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention,  and  was 
active  in  the  affairs  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  State  Convention. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Shaw  University 
and  of  Wake  Forest  College.  For 
several  years,  he  served  as  at- 
torney of  Shaw,  and  was  hon- 
orary chairman  of  the  New  De- 
velopment Program  Campaign  of 
the  institution  in  1944-46. 

As  Governor  of  North  Caro- 
lina, the  late  Senator  made  an 
outstanding  record  as  a  progres- 
sive administrator.  During  his 
administration,  the  nine-months' 
school  law  was  enacted,  a  Good 
Health  Program  was  set  up  and 
state  aid  was  provided  for  a  pub- 
lic library  program. 


SHAW  ACQUIRES  OLD 
REX  PROPERTY 

Shaw  University  acquired 
what  amounts  to  three  new  build- 
ings with  its  purchase  last  week 
of  the  Wake  County  Office  Build- 
ing, located  about  a  block  from 
the  Shaw  campus.  The  struc- 
ture, formerly  the  Old  Rex  Hos- 
pital Building,  is  valued  at  $150,- 
000.00  and  extends  193  feet 
along  South  Street,  a  half  block 
from  Raleigh  Memorial  Audi- 
torium. The  property,  which 
runs  back  310  feet,  at  present 
houses  the  offices  of  Wake  Coun- 
ty Boards  of  Health,  Welfare, 


and  Agriculture.  The  county, 
planning  a  new  building,  has 
agreed  to  move  its  offices  by 
January  1,  1950. 

Though  the  building,  with  ex- 
ception of  an  independently- 
housed  power  plant,  is  a  continu- 
ous structure,  in  effect  it  is  three 
distinct  units  which  may  be  uti- 
lized as  three  separate  buildings 
by  the  University.  Dr.  Robert  P. 
Daniel,  President  of  Shaw  Uni- 
versity, has  indicated  that  the 
school  plans  to  move  its  adminis- 
trative offices  into  one  of  the 
units.  At  present  the  administra- 
tive offices  of  the  school  are  scat- 
tered in  buildings  all  over  the 
campus. 

A  second  division  of  the  112 
room  structure  may  be  used  as  a 
residence  hall  for  women  teach- 
ers. Under  present  arrange- 
ments rooms  for  some  of  the 
women  teachers  are  provided  on 
one  floor  of  Meserve  Hall,  while 
others  are  accommodated  in  the 
two  women's  dormitories,  Shaw 
and  Estey  Halls. 

The  administration  was  not 
certain  to  what  use  the  third  unit 
would  be  put.  However,  the 
building's  suitability  as  a  stu- 


dent center,  to  provide  facilities 
for  student  organizations  and 
activities  were  being  considered. 
Advantages  of  converting  the 
unit  into  a  residence  hall  for 
men  teachers  with  perhaps  addi- 
tional men's  dormitory  space  also 
were  being  weighed. 

Included  in  the  projected 
changes  are  plans  for  moving  the 
University  Nursery  School  from 
its  present  location  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  library  building  to 
quarters  in  the  newly  acquired 
structure.  But  these  and  other 
details  will  not  be  cleared  up 
until  after  the  meeting  of  the 
Shaw  University  Board  of  Trus- 
tees the  first  week  in  April.  Dr. 
G.  O.  Bullock  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  Chairman  of  the  Board ; 
Dr.  C.  C.  Spaulding,  Treasurer 
and  Executive  Committee  Chair- 
man. 

President  Daniel  has  indicated 
that  approximately  $40,000.00 
will  be  needed  for  renovation  of 
the  building  and  for  its  conver- 
sion to  the  use  required  by  the 
institution.  "A  campaign  to  raise 
these  funds  will  be  projected 
among  alumni  and  friends,"  he 
said.
